DISEASES OF PLANTS. 
Baa Ease 

Through tho courtesy of tho Rey. ‘Dr. Gravos 
of Canton [havo recaived Lesvos and spikes of ay 
nimbor of plants which. are, affected by various 
fangoid diseasos. Some of those are of fps 
ance and intorest ‘only to the mioroscopist-dnd. 
student of vegetable pathology, in which depart 
mont of botanical scionosit is novessary to obarva 
carefully the lifo-history and behaviour of orery 
known, form of disease, as every new fact tunda 
to throw 4 fullor light on the moro importantand 
dostructive species of fungi. These latter affect 
our garden crops, farm and orbard produce, and 
grosnlouse or conservatory beauties. During 
the past few yaars their aludy haa been ta 
siduously proseouted in America, England, and 
Specimens have 
been colleated in various partsof the. world, more 
especially in India and the Colonics, but thore 
is undoubtolly much to be done in tho Coleatiat 
Empire. A friend sont mo Iast-year a faw plants 
from Wukzu, and one of these vas suffering from 
the familiar white-rast (Cystopusjcandidze; so 
woll known on many cruciferous’ plants. The 
history-of: this, and many other iniportant plant: 
diseases, has been ably traod by my friend 
‘Worthington G. Smith, F.LS., io his usoful 
manual of Diseases of Field and Garden Crops, 
published in Englandat a marrellously low price; 
and embellished with many exquisite drawings 
{akon from nature. If the disoswas to which fruits, 
cereals, vogotables, and flowers aro. aubject in 
China could be examinsd ands work of this kind 
produced it would be an incalwlable boon to the 
people, especially as the work could bo illustrat.
